Although  water  supplies  proved  to  be  sufficient  during  the  year  the 
margin  of  safety  was  small.  It  ig:  gratifying  to  note  that  the  Council 
appreciate  the  seriousness  of  the  position  and  schemes  for  augmenting 
hie  supply  are  in  hand. 


The  quality  of  the  water  has  been  satisfactory.  Apart  from  a few 
dwellings  - usually  situated  in  prospective  slum  clearance  areas  - water 
is  provided  direct  to  the  house. 

Sewerage. 

The  Sewerage  Work3  are  accepted  to  be  insufficient  and  their  re-design 

is  to  be  given  priority  in  the  Council* s post-war  plans. 

Houses* 

During  the  year  there  has  been  no  progress  of  note  and  there  is  an 
acute  shortage  of  houses  in  the  district. 

Pi s-lnf estatlon, 

A number  of  bug  Infested  houses  have  been  dealt  with,Huch  has  been 
accomplished  by  poisoning  rats  in  the  sewers. 

Summary , 

The  general  health  of  the  district  has  been  good  and  apart  from  mild 
Influenza  and  Measles  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  there  has. been 
no  epidemic  disease  of  note.
